BANQUET SPEAKER 


JOHN JAY PITTMAN 

John Jay Pittman, currently ANA 
Governor and ANA Past President, 1971.-73, 
has served on numerous ANA committees and 
received the ANA Medal of Merit in 1962. 
Author of articles in THE NUMISMATIST and 
other coin publications. Member of the 
1947 U. S. Assay Commission. Past 
President: Middle Atlantic Numismatic 

Association, Empire State Numismatic 
Association, Canadian Numismatic 
Association; Life Fellow, ANS; Life Member, 
South African Numismatic Society; Fellow, 
Royal Numismatic Society; LM-5 and 
Honorary President of Sociedad Numismatica 
de Mexico. Helped set up ANA Certification 
Service and actively involved in having 
Federal Hobby Protection Bill passed in 
1973. 


Governor Pittman was the 1980 
recipient of the American Numismatic. 
Association's highest honor, the 
Farren Zerbe Memorial Award. 

Governor Pittman's main topic will be 
about his trip to China and visit to the 
Shanghai Mint. In addition, he is planning 
to make some comments on the King Farouk 
Auction held in Cairo, Egypt, in 195^• This 
is the 30th Anniversary of that memorable 
numismatic event. 


1984 Conference Medal 


The 1984 NENA Fortieth Conference 
Medal features Maine'e famous red and white 
candy striped lighthouse at West Quoddy Head 
looking over the Bay of Fundy from the 
easternmost point of lant in the Continental 
United States. The lighthouse was built in 
1808 and rebuilt in 1858. The light tower 
is 83 feet from mean high water. The white 
group light, which flashes every 15 seconds, 
is visible for 18 miles. The lighthouse 
theme was designed by Robert Reinhold Maisch 
of Auburn, Maine. The redesign of the NENA 
logo was done by James Ford Clapp, Jr. of 
Cambridge, Massachusetts. 

The dollar size If inch diameter medal, 
struck by V. H. Blackinton and Co. of 
Attleboro Falls, Massachusetts, will be 
offered in limited numbers in Bronze (300 
to be struck), silver (75 to be struck) and 
gold-plate (50 to be struck and will only be 
available as part of a set comprised of one 
of each metal).
